MAN FLUNKS MOTORMAN TEST & SUES 

One of the requirements to become a 
licensed motorman on the Hamptons Subway 
system is to be able to bring a subway 
train precisely to a halt with the first of the 
six cars at the front end of the platform 
and the last of the six cars at the back of the 
platform. The subway platforms were designed 
to receive exactly six cars like this. And having 
all six cars at all platforms increases our 
capacity to serve our customers and means 
less waiting time for you. For us, it means 
more profits. 

No motorman can receive his license without 
passing this test witha perfect five tries out of five. 
In the past, we’ve had fledgling motormen, after 
instruction, do four out of five tries for awhile, 
but eventually they get the five/five. It’s just a 
matter of stopping the lead car, in which they 
sit, at exactly the end of the platform. The rest 
just follow. In any case, Bertram T. Hennington, 
a man who has just moved to these parts from 
Amityville, flunked this test with either zero out 
of six or one out of six over and over again. We 
worked with him for days to get him through 
this. He passed a sobriety test. He passed the 
eye test. He didn’t appear to have any physical 
disabilities. So, reluctantly, we had to tell him he 
could not be a motorman for Hamptons Subway. 
As aresult of this, he has sued us for $10 million, 
claiming his rights have been violated and that 
the reason he has been turned away is due to 
his religion, his race, his sexual orientation his 
ethnic background, his political affiliation, his 
anxiety level and his weight. We believe this 
lawsuit is without merit and intend to defend 
it vigorously. 


TRANSFERS EXPLAINED

ARRESTING DEVELOPMENT : 
Responding to public outcry over the chaos 
and lawlessness that has plagued Montauk 
this summer, the Hamptons Police announced 
on Friday that every man, woman and child 
currently occupying the hamlet was under 
arrest until further notice. Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch clarified: “This is 
a serious crackdown on the widespread 
misbehavior we’ve been seeing this summer.

Jeb Bush in Georgica

residential candidates often come out to 

the Hamptons to private homes this time of 
year to fundraise. The reason is, to paraphrase 
bank robber Willie Sutton, it’s because “that’s 
where the money is.” 

Usually you don’t hear about such fundraisers. 
People are invited by invitation. When I was 
invited this way to meet Jeb Bush the other day, 
the first thought I had was whether protesters 
would mess things up. We have had that happen. 
Currently there is a lawsuit filed by people who 
claim their civil rights were violated when they 
were not permitted to sail out onto Georgica 
Pond holding signs to protest a visit by Mitt 
Romney three years ago. Also, they were 
abused and should be entitled to damages. 

For these reasons and others, | will not tell 
you where it was that I got to hear Jeb Bush 
speak to a small crowd of “brunchers” who paid 
thousands of dollars each for that privilege. And 
I should say I was there not as a supporter, but 
as a guest of the host, who is a personal friend. 
He felt meeting Jeb might give me something to 
think about. I edit a newspaper, after all. 

About 50 of us stood behind a house on 
a beautifully landscaped lawn overlooking a 
pond. We were eating bacon and eggs, brioche, 


bagels and coffee when Jeb arrived. Swans were 
swimming around. 

“Now I know what people mean when they say 
they love the Hamptons,” Jeb said, talking into 
a PA system. “I worked in New York once. On a 
Friday, people were always in a hurry to leave 
early to get out of the city. This is why.” 

Jeb Bush would be one of the tallest presidents 
ever if he were elected. I’m 5’8”. Standing next 
to him, talking to him, he was more than a head 
taller. But he leans down. He’s also gentle, 
amiable and very pleasant and easygoing. And 
though he is not inspirational, he is genuine. 

“Tll tell you something. We came into town 
about 5 a.m. Downtown, there were about 50 
people doing landscaping, making things nice. 
All of them were illegal.” 

There was no malice in this. Just the fact. Bush 
described what he would do about immigration. 
He would keep new illegals from coming across 
the border, in some cases, by building a wall. 
He’d deport undesirables. Others though, he 
would want to “come out of the shadows.” He 
would give them residency cards, work permits, 
have them pay taxes and be allowed to stay, 
though not to receive government services. To 
become citizens, they’d have to get to the back 
of the line. 

“It’s not all about citizenship,” he said. “People 


are here for many reasons. During the Reagan 
Administration, the President offered a two- 
year amnesty. Everyone illegal was welcome 
to step forward and become a citizen. But only 
40% did. Surprising, isn’t it?” 

People say Jeb Bush is very conservative. 
He is, but he also listens and seems open 
to compromise. He is not a favorite of the 
Tea Party. 

I asked Jeb what he was proudest about 
during his eight years as Governor 
of Florida. 

“?’m best known for what I did in improving 
education,” he said. “You could read about it.” 

I did. He favors Common Core, testing, teachers 
and administrators taking responsibility, but 
he fought to prevent certain students getting 
scholarships for any reason other than good 
grades, and succeeded in that in Florida. There 
are fewer African-Americans in colleges by 
percentage than when he came. He fought a 
ballot initiative that would limit classroom 
size to 25 pupils. He tried to close a library at 
Florida State and transfer the books to a private 
college. He lost both those fights. 

He talked about finances. When he became 
governor, he said, he faced a deficit in the 
budget left to him by his predecessor. There 
was only a billion dollars (Cont'd on next page) 
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in reserves. When he left after eight years, he 
had eight balanced budgets, he had reduced 
taxes and he had $10 billion in reserve. He’d also 
grown the economy by a greater percentage 
than any other state except California. 

Prosperity is very important to him. His 
goal, he said, is to increase America’s annual 
growth rate from its current 2% to 4%. He 
would reduce government regulation. He would 
unleash American business. And that would 
cause increased prosperity for all. Greatness 
lies ahead. 

“The rich today are out of the recession,” he 
said. “But for everybody else it isn’t. And it’s 
hard to start a business. To start a business in 
California, you have to buy two different $800 
business permits. Most people starting a small 
business do so with about $10,000. For $1,600, 
you get nothing. Why do that?” 

Jeb said he would repeal Obamacare, if he 
could, but he doesn’t think that will happen. If 
it were repealed, though, he would replace it 
with “disaster” coverage. He said that when a 
sickness could destroy a person or his family 
financially, the government should step in. 


It wasn’t clear to me if he meant just certain 
people would get this coverage or if everybody 
would. When I had a chance, I asked him. 

“I meant everybody,” he said. 

- He talked about America’s place in the world. 

He said we are pulling back and so others 
are stepping forward to fill the void. He said 
we should lead. Leading from behind is not 
leadership. He would, he said, spend lots of 
money to rebuild the military. 

“What countries do we_ have_ better 
relationships with since Obama became 
President?” he asked. “I think three. Iran, 
Myanmar, maybe half for India. That’s it. We 
should be strengthening relationships with our 
friends, not our enemies.” 


He said he would create as much 


communication as he could with China, but - 


it would be at arms length. He would make it 


very clear we had Japan’s back, and we had 


South Korea’s back. It was a belligerent stance. 
And personally I found myself at odds with him 
about this. President Obama in my view has 
done a remarkable job with foreign policy, using 
sanctions and persuasion rather than invasion 


and war. There have been no large American 
military casualties on Obama’s watch. America 
doesn’t have to run everything, or else. 

Bush didn’t talk at all about “pro-life” or 
“women’s rights,” but when I read about it later 
I learned he was very pro-life. On the other 
hand, in Florida, abortion is only prohibited 
after 24 weeks of pregnancy when doctors say 
a fetus passes a “pain threshold.” This is not 
protecting an unborn from the beginning. 

I also learned in reading up on him that Jeb is 
opposed to gay marriage. He has said you have 
to balance the views of those who believe in the 
sanctity of a traditional marriage—it’s in the 
Bible—with those who support gay marriage. 
But because there is separation of church and 
state, I think this thinking is flawed. 

When I’ve met presidential candidates before, 
I have always come away star-struck for a week. 
They had these stump speeches. I did not come 
away from meeting Jeb Bush feeling that way. 
What I did think is that if he were President, 
he wouldn’t screw it up any. He might turn the 
country to the right for sure. But he wasn’t a | 
nut case. ga.

Poxabogue Golf, Southampton Bath & Tennis and the Concer House

e ) ne of the classic ways for a developer 
“SJ to make a few million dollars is to buy a 
property that, for one reason or another, is 
undervalued, then put it up for sale at twice 
the amount and then, without having done 
anything to the property, sell it to collect the 
difference. Doing this is called a flip. 

_ When this is done in the private sector, you 
don’t really hear about it. It’s crummy, but it’s 
legal. But when the property is a respected 
‘community institution, it’s another matter. 

During my long half-century tenure I’ve seen 
a few of these very public flips. They make me 
angry. Why mess with something that’s for the 
public good? ; 

One involved the Poxabogue Golf Club in 
Sagaponack. It had been created as a public 
golf course by a prominent local family years 
ago. But by 1999, the last surviving member of 
that family, a woman, lay critically ill. In that 
desperate situation, three developers 
approached her and offered her a million dol- 
lars for the golf course property. She didn’t take 
it, but after her death, her estate did. 


The property might have been worth just a 
million as a little nine-hole golf course, but it 
was worth about five times that as 26 building 
lots, or the prospect of 26 building lots replac- 
ing the golf course. Much of the public used it. 
The Town, much to its discredit, had neglected 
to re-zone the land to prevent that happening. 
So the developers presented the town with a 
plan showing little dotted lines where all the 
homes would be, and the result of this was 
that the Town of East Hampton and the Town 
of Southampton—this property is near the 
property line so both townsfolk use it—chipped 
in and bought it for about $6 million. The 
developers divided the profit up by three and 
walked away. 

Another “flip” occurred one year at the 
Southampton Bath and Tennis Club, which sits 
oceanfront on Gin Lane in that town. It had 
been created years before as a beach club for 
the local merchants and professional people 
of Southampton who had been denied mem- 
bership in the exclusive Southampton Bathing 
Association. The dues weren’t much. 

In this situation, along came wealthy “new 
money” city woman Denise Rich who partnered 


with an attorney named Tom Golub to buy the 
place for $7.25 million from the then-owner who 
was in desperate financial need. She announced 
that everybody would have to leave. She would 
be making it her new private home. The mem- 
bers of the club ordered themselves to charge 
a $50,000 assessment to each member and then 
raise all the dues by a huge, untold amount 
every year that would be enough for Rich and 
Golub to immediately walk away with several 
million dollars each. Mrs. Rich, by the way, was 
often seen at the club after that. The buyback 
including a lifetime membership for her. 

An account of that flip, as seen from the 
inside, told to me Wilbur Ross, is in my new 
book In the Hamptons 4Ever, which is now on 
sale everywhere books are sold. 

At the present time, this community is cel- 
ebrating the “saving” of a house in the center of 
town which, for a long time in the 19th century, 
had been the home of a former Southampton- 
born slave named Pyrrhus Concer. For many 
years his home had not needed saving. It was 
located exactly where it had originally been 
built, on .82 acres just across Pond Lane, 
less than 100 feet from (Cont'd on next page) 
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. the headwaters of Lake Agawam, adjacent to 
Monument Square at the foot of Jobs Lane. No 
other structures were on the property. And 
everyone believed that this home was on the 
list of historic properties created by a historian 
in 1979 when he went around town creating the 
list. You couldn’t tear down a historic property. 
Trouble was—and the town was unaware of 
this—that long ago historian never put it on 
the list. Not important enough. Who thought 
African American artifacts out here were impor- 
tant half a century ago? 

This came to light when the new owners of 
the property—David Hermer and Silvia Campo 
had bought it in 2013—made a presentation to 
aaa . i the Architectural Review Board in January of 
Lake Agawam back in the day 2014 to tear down the home of Pyrrhus Concer 
so they could build a new home there. The pre- 
_ sentation included a report made by historian 
_ Zach Studenroth—that found the home didn’t 
_exist on the list so it was lacked the historical 
significance to be preserved. 

| “That study had been funded by the Village,” 
@ Mayor Epley told me recently. “But I had not

The following spring, Assemblyman Fred

_ Pyrrhus Concer Day in New York State to honor 
the 200th anniversary of Mr. Concer’s birth. 

It might be interesting at this point to describe 
the life of Pyrrhus Concer. He was born in 
1814 to Violet Williams as the property of a 
Southampton farmer named Nathan Cooper. He 
was sold at the age of 5 to Charles Pelletreau for 
$25. (The Pelletreau family were silversmiths 
in town). And at the age of 23—10 years after 
|. the State of New York apeilehes slavery—he 
| was freed. 

Concer became a crew member of a whal- 
_ ing boat out of Sag Harbor and in 1845, he 
_ became what many believe to be the first 
African American to ever come ashore in Japan. 
Four years later, he left off whaling and went to 
San Francisco in search of gold. Sometime after 
that, however, he returned to Southampton 
and went into business. From about 1850 until 
1897, he ran a ferryboat during the summer that 
sailed beachgoers across Lake Agawam from 
a dock near his house to a dock on the other 
side of the lake across from the ocean bathing 

beach. He charged 10 cents. When he died, at 
oe ae a pe a fe . _ the.age of 83, his obituary in the local paper 
imei airg nigid Belda anigts oo | _ described him as one of the most respected 
residents of the village.

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Mom & the Share House 


A Shout Out to My Mom, Who Won Every Baking Contest She Ever Entered

omebody showed me the front page of the 
East Hampton Star last week. The lead _arti- 
cle is entitled “SHARE HOUSE NIGHTMARE IN 
MONTAUK” and recounts how the police have 
tracked down an illegal share-house with mat- 
tresses all over the place on Kettle Hole Road 
in that town. 
It happened because a man, caught drunk 
driving one night in that town, told the judge 


at his arraignment he was the share house - 


manager at 37 Kettle Hole Road and he took the 
police to that place where that is indeed what 
they say they found so they are taking appro- 
priate actions. In the second paragraph of that 
story, right there on the front page, my mother 
is named. 

My parents’ house was on Kettle Hole Road. 
I don’t remember the number. Come to think 
of it, the fire department hadn’t put numbers 
on houses in Montauk then. Was it possible? 
The last time my mother was mentioned in the 
Star was when she had a recipe for rugelach in 


a village cookbook. What the hell was she up 
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to now? And furthermore, she died at the age 
of 94 in 2005. 

Turns out that the two owners of the house, 
Dr. Marie Savard and Dr. Bradley W. Fenton, 
“Have owned the four-bedroom house at 37 
Kettle Hole Road since buying it about 18 years 
ago from its original owner, Jeanette Rattiner.” 

Aha! 

“This is the biggest mistake we ever made,” 
Dr. Savard said, according to the Star. The week 
before Memorial Day, they had rented out their 
house to what they thought would be just two 
young men, the Star article said, one from West 
Islip and one from Lake Grove. And now it had 
come to THIS! 

I have so many fond memories of that house. 
I was married out on the front deck, which, as 
the Star describes, has a wonderful sunset view 
out over Fort Pond Bay. After we took our vows, 
my bride and I were driven in a limo out to the 
end of the dock at Duryea’s Lobster House on 
Old Town Road, where we boarded a recon- 
structed old wooden sloop with a five-man crew 
and from there headed out into the sunset of 


the bay and then up and_ (Contd on next page) 
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around to Sag Harbor, where we were met at 
Long Wharf by Ted Conklin in his white Rolls- 
Royce. He then drove us the short distance to 
the American Hotel, which he owned then and 
does now, for a great feast in our honor. 

I] remember other things. When the house 
was built in 1977, my parents wanted something 
modern and so hired famed architect Frank 
Hollenbeck to design something all glass, with 
high ceilings to sit high up above a concrete 
basement on the brow of the hill—the first 
house ever built in the Kettle Hole section— 
to look out from that perch at that sunset 
view. It was only one story high, but boy was 
it beautiful. 

Before we moved in, my now-notorious 
mother asked for and got a small bathroom

and shower built in that basement. The base- 
ment was a two-car garage and some store- 
rooms, and the driveway went down a little hill 
there in the back and you just drove into 
the garage and the garage door came down 
behind you. 

My dad was a_ pharmacist, but 
also a fisherman. He often came home wet 
from the sea, with fish in a bucket. My 
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mom wanted him and the fish all washed 
and cleaned before he came upstairs into 
the fashionably decorated baronial 
living room. 

Ah, the shame of it all! According to the 
article, there had been partition walls built 
down there in the basement to turn the two-car 
garage and the storerooms into multiple rent- 
able units. The renters agreed the partitions 
had once been there, but by request of the fire 
department they had been removed before the 
summer began, the article said. 

Well, they couldn’t remove that basement 
shower and bathroom, let me tell you. 

Why the East Hampton Star mentions some- 
body’s name so totally irrelevant in a story 
about a police raid I do not know, but they have 
done it before. 

I think, in a way, it is an acknowledge- 
ment of a certain amount—not too much 


‘mind you—of a celebrity status to the name 


“Rattiner.” Had this taken place in a house that 
had been owned by some Hofsenhausers, to 
pick a name from the phone book, I doubt 
they would have been mentioned as having 
been the owners 18 years before who sold 

it to Savard and Fenton. But if the house 
had been owned by, for instance, Mick 
Jagger, his name would have gone all the way 
up to the headline. It would read SHARE 
HOUSE ‘NIGHTMARE’ AT MICK JAGGER’S 
FORMER HOME. 

At the level in this story, the Star has there- 
fore bestowed a “B” celebrity status on Rattiner. 

I mentioned they have done this before. 

A long time ago, a prominent painter named 
Alfonso Ossorio lived on a 57-acre estate water- 
front on Georgica Pond. Ossorio was contem- 
porary with Jackson Pollock and Willem de 
Kooning, and like them, his work had been col- 
lected by many major museums. In 1961 he was 
included in a show at the Museum of Modern 
Art in New York City. An authentic Ossorio 
today will fetch millions. 

Ossorio died in 1990. The Sfar ran a lengthy 
obituary. In it they said he had left his house 
to his longtime lover and partner, dancer Ted 
Dragon. But then after listing the many accom- 
plishments of Mr. Ossorio in his lifetime, they 
talked about Ted Dragon. He had been arrested 
for stealing antique chairs 40 years earlier, 
something they had reported back when he did 
it. Remember that? 

There was no social media then. The Star 
was inundated with letters to the editor say- 
ing shame on you for writing about a long-ago 
crime of Mr. Dragon at the time of the death of 
the very beloved Mr. Ossorio. 

But The Star was not done with this story. 
More than 20 years later, in 2011, Ted 
Dragon died at the estate. And in DRAGON’S 
obituary, they once again mentioned him steal- 
ing antique chairs in 1950, although this time 
they were able to report on the big rumpus it 
had made in their paper when his lover had 
died in 1990. 

So what I am saying is that what Dragon 
was to Ossorio, Rattiner would be to Jagger. 
Something like that. To the East Hampton 
Star anyway. 

Well, it’s something. Or maybe it’s what David 
and Dan Rattiner are to Jeanette Rattiner, a 
woman who in her lifetime never entered a 
baking contest she didn’t win. @&

here isn’t a whole lot on this earth that 

would be worth sitting in three to four 
hours of traffic every single Friday and then 
again every single Sunday for 8-10 weeks. Of 
the things that come to mind, few of them can 
be printed and the others involve all-you-can- 
eat mint chocolate chip dreams | have had 
since I was a kid. 

The one thing that always did seem worth 
it—and now, 40 years since | first experienced 
it, still does—is driving from New York to 
the Hamptons, and for me, _ specifically 
Southampton. 

From the time I was 7, my parents, frugal to 
their core, made it a must-do annual event for 
the Cartons to trek to Southampton. Those car 
trips, although loathsome, were the fabric of 
our youth and something that kids today don’t 
get to enjoy. Games like Who Am I Thinking Of, 
21 Questions, Punch Buggy and the invariable 
Dad He’s Breathing on Me Make Him Stop— 
which was the game most played by my brother 
and sister and I. 

By the time we got to Route 27 and the 
windows were lowered, you could smell the 
beach and the day-long freedom it meant. The 
beach and the ocean stood for something, for 
good times and great memories, and | have 
Southampton to thank for that, and my parents, 
too, for exposing us to that. 

The number one iconic landmark for us was 
always the Lobster Inn. We’d eat there every

and sometimes we stayed at the 

Wyndham a little further into Southampton. 
Regardless of where we stayed, it was a special, 
magical weekend. We all shared one room, 


meaning five of us lived together, and even that 


was fun. My dad taught us how to play hearts 
and poker and bridge in those motels, and we 
taught him and my mom how to play Handheld 
Electronic Football. 

We always went to Coopers Beach and tried 
to get as close to the water as possible, because 
my parents seemed to get some sick joy out of 
having to move their stuff and all of ours back 
25 feet as the tide rolled in. Always the best part 
of any beach day was pre-dusk—as the beach 


-emptied and the wind blew a little stronger, we 


would make our way to the lifeguards stand and 
begin our ascent to the top of the chair with 
every intention of jumping to the sand below. 
My kids do the same thing today, and I am 
hopeful that their kids will, too. 

My parents moved to Southampton about 
10 years ago because they never forgot how

_ Forty years later I too have maintained my 
love of the Hamptons, and I, like many of you, 
still love the slow car ride towards Dune Road 
and trying to figure out who lives in what 
house and how much they cost. The fact that I 
am now blessed in being able to host Hanging 
in the Hamptons with Edwin McCain, a big 
charity event for my TicTocStop Foundation— 
which has as its main charter a goal of making 
life better for kids with Tourette’s—is surreal 
and something I never could have a

magansett resident Daniel Simone has 

spent the last five years researching and 
writing the account of a very famous robbery, 
known as The Lufthansa Heist, in which $6 
million was stolen from an airport warehouse 
cargo building owned by that airline at JFK 
Airport in 1979. The heist was accomplished 
by six armed men wearing ski masks in the 
middle of the night at that facility, the money 
was never found, and how they went about 
it and what happened that night was told to 
Simone by one of those involved with the 
heist, a man named Henry Hill, who Simone 
partnered with in writing this book. Henry 
Hill is immortalized in Martin Scorsese’s 
blockbuster film, Goodfellas. In this movie, Ray 
Liotta portrays Hill. Interestingly, Alec Baldwin 
had auditioned for this role, but the part 
ultimately went to Liotta. Among other things, 
the man who masterminded this robbery, 
Jimmy “The Gent” Burke, an associate of 
the mafia at the time, subsequently arranged 
for the killing of 13 people involved in the 
heist—including wives and friends—in order 
to keep people’s mouths shut. The $6 million 
has never been found. And no one has been 
convicted of the crime, except a Lufthansa 
shipping agent, Louis Werner, who was the 
insider who provided vital information to 
the robbers. 

The book, called The Lufthansa Heist, came out 
last week, published by Rowman & Littlefield, 
who has paid a large advance to Simone for his 
work and who, for the occasion of its publication 
has arranged for “a promotional table” space on 
every Barnes & Noble bookstore in America 
for the month of August. You are going to hear 
about this book. My wife started reading an 
advance copy yesterday, just to get a taste of it. 
I asked if I could read it. She says she wants to 
finish it first. 

I interviewed Simone at the home where he 
lives near Further Lane with his wife Brenda. He 
was born and spent the first six years of his life 
in Bari, a small port town on the Adriatic Coast 
of Italy. At age six, his parents brought him to 
America. Simone’s father was a barber. He was 
a barber in Bari and after a severe recession 
occurred in Italy, he emigrated to New York 
City and was a barber here. 

“My father’s shop was on Seventh Avenue,” 
Simone told me. “This was across from the 
Ed Sullivan Theater. And so he would come 
home and tell stories about cutting the hair of 


Mitch Miller, Frankie Valli, Alan King, William - 


B. Williams, Larry Storch and Jackie Mason. On 
Saturdays, when I was a boy, he’d take me to 
the barbershop to brush off the customers. | 
remember Alan King was a big tipper. He always 
gave me a silver dollar tip.” 

The Simones settled in an apartment in 
Flushing, Queens. Simone was an only child. 
Raised in this Italian-American household and 
knowing he was born in Italy, Simone always 
thought of himself as an Italian. 

When he was about 15 years old and in high 
school, the Vietnam War started up. He didn’t 
worry about being drafted though. He was

Italian. Or so he thought. When at age 18 his 
number came up for the draft, he was surprised 
so went to the draft board and told them he was 
not an American citizen. They told him he was 
in fact a citizen. 

“The law was that if my mother became a 
citizen before I was 14, then I was automatically 
a citizen too. I knew she had done that. But 
nobody told me that made me an American. 
Well it did.” 

Simone could have become a fulltime soldier, 
but another option was to stay in school and join 
thereserves. He thus joined the Air Naval Reserve 
at Floyd Bennett Field where he was trained for 
six months to become an aircraft mechanic on 
the aircraft carrier Intrepid. He then remained 
in the reserves for five years, reporting several 
times a year for weekend service. Meanwhile, 
he went off to Farmingdale University and 
got a Bachelor’s Degree in Aerospace and 
Aircraft Engineering. 

“I worked at Grumman in Bethpage for a while 
on some of the later Apollo lunar modules that

landed the Astronauts on the moon surface,” 
he said. He had mastered the technique of 
Electron Beam Welding, which was then 
innovative. It is a highly efficient method of 
fusing two metals with dissimilar properties by 
using a beam of high-velocity electrons. This 
facilitated the welding of certain components 
of the lunar modules that were made of exotic 
alloys such as titanium. 

He was, and still is, a voracious reader. And 
after his attendance at Farmingdale, and the 
brief stint at Grumman, he became fascinated 
with the writings of F. Scott Fitzgerald, John 
Steinbeck, Truman Capote, Nelson DeMille, 
and the early works of John Grisham. He was 
particularly enamored with Truman Capote’s 
technique involving what Capote called 
“narrative nonfiction.” So he continued his 
education at Long Island University Brooklyn 
campus where he got a second Bachelor’s 
Degree, this one in English Literature. A 
semester of law courses followed at St. Johns 
University in Queens, NY. He thought all things 
being equal, he would like to make a living as 
a writer. 

Meanwhile, however, Simone had to deal 

with the present. He left home then and 
took a job with Boeing. His formal training 
in aerodynamics and hydraulics qualified 
him for this position. Boeing was looking for 
a troubleshooter who could be dispatched 
to airports around the world to diagnose 
mechanical malfunctions of airliners made 
by Boeing that couldn’t be resolved by the 
airline mechanics alone. He spent two years 
based in Seattle, getting further training and 
working domestically. Then he was posted to 
JFK Airport so he could be available for flights 
to the Caribbean and Europe troubleshooting 
Boeing aircrafts. This was a dream job. Simone 
did this for 10 years. 

“I was single. I loved it. I would be housed 
in the hotels where the airline pilots and 
stewardesses stayed. We were in Barbados, in 
Paris, Amsterdam, the Bahamas. We'd hang out 
in the hotel bars. I'd date the stewardesses. | 
was the guy who had to approve repairs on the 
planes. Nothing took off until I gave the okay. 
What this meant, or might have meant, was 
that a crew could spend two or three more days 
lounging on a warm beach. What a job.” 

Simone told me he’d been married three times, 
the first two times to airline stewardesses, and 
even the last time, to Brenda, his wife of seven 
years, who also was a stewardess. 

In the interim, he became the father of two 
boys. He took an apartment on the Upper 
West Side for a while, left Boeing and went 
into business for himself becoming, in the 
1990s, a real estate speculator, buying land 
and building luxury homes. He moved to Fort 
Meyers, Florida for a while, and developed a 
shopping center and a 55-unit motel. Then he 
returned to Long Island where he built several 
houses in the Baxter Estates, adjacent to Sands 
Point, and several out east, most notably in the 
Bell Estate in Amagansett. Seeing this beautiful 
place, he thought he would like to settle out 
east. This is where he could write. 

Simone began to (Continued on next page)

devote himself fully to writing. He wrote for 
magazines, wrote a column for Pulse called 
“Between the Lines” where he interviewed 
authors such as Nelson DeMille, Tom Clavin, 
Amy Bloom, Walter Mosley, and John Irving, — 
then embarked on writing a book. 

It was not the Lufthansa book, however, and 
- in the end, after three years of work between 
2003 and 2006, it crashed and burned. 

“I felt ready to write a full-length book. My 
idea was to write true stories in the form of a 
novel, where I could dramatize scenes, much in 
the way Truman Capote did in Jn Cold Blood. | 
also decided that I should be able to write such 
a story by interviewing the people involved and 
by collaborating with one of them. | chose as 
my subject Martin Tankleff. As a 17-year-old, 


he was convicted in 1988 of murdering his 
parents. It was a sensational story because he 
was raised in very well to do circumstances in. 
Port Jefferson. He spent 17 years in jail. After 
exhaustively reinvestigating Tankleff’s case, | 
came to the conclusion he had been wrongly 
convicted. And in the end, I was right.” 
Simone’s collaborator was Jay Salpeter, a 
Private Investigator who had worked on the 
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case and who now would help Simone find 
out the facts. Salpeter also collaborated with 
Bruce Barkett, the attorney for Tankleff. In 
2004, Simone began to write. And then, just as 
Simone was finishing his book, Andrew Cuomo, 
who was then State Attorney General, ordered 
the case reopened. He thought there had been 
a terrible mistake. 

“This was now 17 years later. Tankleff was 
now in his 30s, and he told Salpeter—who was 
practically responsible for having the murder 
conviction against Tankleff dismissed—that he 
didn’t want to let us use his name in our book.” 
_ “We were astonished,” Simone said. “We had 
just assumed he would want this. Why wouldn’t 
he? The book was dead.” 

Simone was undeterred. He now thought 
he should try writing about something more 
nationally well known. The Lufthansa Heist 
fit that bill. It involved the mafia, which was 
in his neighborhood when he was a boy, and 
it involved JFK, which was still in the news 
about this famous heist five years after it 
happened, when Simone first went to aici there 
for Boeing. 

Simone also knew who would be the perfect 
collaborator. His name was Henry Hill, a former 
mafia associate (he and Jimmy Burke could not 
be formally inducted into the Mafia because 
they were not of Italian heritage, hence they 
were merely associates), who after having been 


_ busted for drug dealing, turned informant and 


agreed to tell what he knew about Lufthansa. 
He wore a wire. He allowed a microphone to 
be secreted in his car, in his house. In the end, 
after telling all he knew, he was sponsored by 
the FBI into the Witness Protection Program so 
the Mafia would not kill him. 

“After that, though, he was expelled from 
the Witness Protection,” Simone told me. “He 
might have been the only person ever to have 
that happen to him. He was in there with his 
wife and kids, but he couldn’t keep his mouth 
shut. In his new identity he’d host a barbeque 
with neighbors and tell them all about what his 
previous life of criminalities. After the second 
time, the FBI said ‘Henry, you’re on your own.’ 
Henry did an amazing thing. On his own, with 
his own money and using his real name, he went 
on tour around the country talking to students 
in high schools and colleges and warning them 
not to go down the wrong path as he did. And 
nobody shot him. He died peacefully three 
years ago at the age of 68.” 
~ Simone told me a remarkable story about Hill. 

“With his wire and microphone recording his 
conversations with some of the underworld 
people Hill talked to frequently, he kept making 


reference to the ‘the Big Irishman in Albany.’ At _ 


the time, the Governor of New York was Hugh 


Carey, and the media had dubbed him “the Big © 


Irishman in Albany.” 

“The State Investigators became excited at 
the prospect of ensnaring and prosecuting 
a governor. Governor Carey was apparently 
in on this Lufthansa Heist! Without checking 
further, the District Attorney eagerly offered 
Hill immunity in exchange for him to identify 
his cohorts in the narcotics operation. They 
signed an agreement. Hill would tell all he 
knew. The District Attorney would drop the 
state charges against him. And so, the first 
thing the investigators did when 
they began debriefing (Continued on page 56)

morning, I didn’t want my wife to be the first 
prisoner of war. | ran down into the middle 
of the fracas acting as peacemaker. | told 
the Porsche driver I had his plate number 
and that I would be happy to serve it up to 
Sheriff Andy Taylor, my third cousin twice 
removed by incest and his faithful Deputy 
Barney Fife. He paused for a moment, then 
started laughing and said he didn’t want

Albany.” 

“That’s Jimmy Burke.” 

“It wasn’t Governor Carey?!” 

“What about the Governor?” 

“You mean to tell us that the governor is not 
the Big Irishman?!” 

“The Investigators tried to get the agreement 
rescinded. A judge refused. It stayed.” 
Simone said. 

“But you said he went to jail,” | said. 

“He did years earlier. For extortion. He had 
been imprisoned in a federal penitentiary for 
five years.” 

The Lufthansa Heist came about because 
a guy from Long Island named Lewis Werner 
owed his bookmaker $22,000 for bets he lost. 
He didn’t have the money. The bookie he 
owed it to was Marty Krugman, an associate 
of Henry Hill who told Werner to straighten out 
his debt, or else he’d call in the goons and break 
his legs. 

Werner didn’t know what to do. He had 
a fulltime job but it didn’t pay much. He 
was the supervisor of the shipping clerks in 
the Lufthansa Airlines cargo building at JFK. 
And then he got an idea. He could settle 
this debt big time. He told Krugman he could 
show them a way to get $5 million dollars out 
of a vault room in the warehouse where he 
worked. If he showed him this plan, and 
Krugman liked it, then he would want the 
debt forgiven. 

The plan he showed was detailed and 
amazing. On Friday, every week, a plane 
arrived from Germany filled with millions of 
dollars in small untraceable bills, all from the 
American Express Travelers Cheques used 
by Americans in Europe that week. It would 
pull up to the Lufthansa cargo building in 
the afternoon. The money would be taken 
in canvas bags into the ‘high-value vault.’ 
Werner would sign it in. He’d lock it up with 


Then, later that afternoon, a_ Brinks 
truck would arrive, and he’d sign out 
the money to Brinks who would take 
the money to American Express. 

Lewis Werner assured Krugman he would 
make himself unavailable to sign out this money 
when the Brinks truck arrived. After waiting 
around, maybe even until 5 p.m., the Brinks 
people would leave and they’d come back on 
Monday for the cash. That left the weekend. It 
left a whole weekend to make the heist happen 
with men in ski masks carrying guns, raiding 
the place. Best time to do it would be Sunday 
morning at 3 a.m. when the night manager 
supervisor with the key to the high-value 
vault could be overpowered. That’s how it 
would happen. 

Marty Krugman, the bookie, told Henry Hill, 
that he had this plan that couldn’t miss. Hill 
said he didn’t want to know any details of 
it. But he was certain that Jimmy “the Gent” 
Burke, would be very interested in it. That was 
Hill’s entire connection to this whole thing. He 
put Marty Krugman in touch with Jimmy. “the 
Gent” Burke. 

The Heist went off just as Lewis Werner said it 
would. There were minor glitches. Nobody got 
hurt. Everyone was in ski masks, the money, 
$5 million together with $1 million worth of 
jewelry, was loaded into a black van, and driven 
off to a warehouse owned by John Gotti in 
Maspeth, Queens. There, a white Toyota was 
waiting. Everything was taken from the black 
van to the white Toyota. With that done, the 
van was to be driven to an auto wrecking yard 
in Queens where, before dawn, people would be 
waiting to flatten the van. 

That went badly. The job of driving the 
van to the wrecking yard was given to a guy 
named Stacks Edwards. Stacks saw no reason 
to go straight there. First, he decided to go 
to his girlfriend’s house in Brooklyn. It was 5 
a.m. Filled with excitement and anticipation, 
he parked in front of a fire. hydrant, went 
upstairs to his beloved, and in_ the 


girlfriend’s bed when the cops came and saw 
that the black van matched the description 
of the van used in the heist and furthermore, 
there were black ski masks on the front seat. 
They took fingerprints. They matched those of 
Stacks Edwards, who had a record. But by the 
time they did all that, Stacks was dead, having 


been shot three times in the back of his head : 


by the Mafia. 

And so, quietly, the shootings began. Burke 
engineered them all. And the investigators 
never got any further than the fire hydrant. 
In the end, when Hill offered to tell what he 
knew to keep from going to jail for 30 years 
on drug charges, it was all a big nothing. 
Hill knew John Gotti got $200,000 for the use 
of his warehouse. He knew that Paul Vario, 
the head of the Lucchese Family, got a half 
million dollar tribute, and he knew that Marty 
Krugman got shot in the head for demanding to 
be paid $500,000 for thinking it all up. 
Other than that he knew nothing. He did not 
know how the 11 other people got shot. All 
he did know was what he read in 
the papers. : 

There is one other interesting aspect to this 
story. Although Jim “the Gent” Burke organized 
this heist and did all the subsequent killing, 
he also eventually got put away. But it was 
not because of the Lufthansa Heist. Burke was 
convicted in a basketball scandal. Burke and 
Hill had arranged to pay three Boston College 


basketball stars to make sure that the Boston 


Eagles either didn’t win or won by so little it 
was under the spread. 

_ “At one point,” Simone told me, “when the 
bookies on the East Coast were suspecting 
something was going on, Burke and Hill gave 
$250,000 in cash to a driver and sent him to Las 
Vegas, with instructions to place the bets with 
the Vegas unwitting bookies and wager on the 
low probability that Boston would not meet 
the spread. 

“So the driver goes to Las Vegas, and when 
he gets there he calls Hill with bad news. He 
said he was delayed getting there. The game 
is already underway. Posting time is over. He 


can’t make the bets. He’d come back to New © 


York now and return the $250,000 to Jimmy 
the Gent. 

“What the driver did, of course, was place the 
bets in his own name. He’d won five times that 
and nobody would ever know. But when he got 
back, Burke had him on the hit list.” 

I asked Simone what he was now working on. 

“In 1972, eight armed bandits took, under 
siege, the Pierre Hotel in New York City late 
at night on New Year’s Eve, rounded up the 
staff and held everybody hostage while they 
ransacked the hotel’s safe deposit boxes. 
They got away with $28 million. One of the 
bandits, who’s currently in the Witness 
Protection Program for an_ unrelated 
matter, is still alive and | am collaborating 
with him.”

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before me as if by destiny, lie the place of my 
longing, one that would take me to salvation, 
sanctuary and escape: the State of Intoxication.

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Guardian Angels Contributing to the 
Quality of Life in Riverhead

he Town of Riverhead is experiencing an in- 

flux of residents because of the promise of a 
better life through flourishing job opportunities 
on the East End. 

However, crime often goes unreported, 
and statistics are unreliable. Recognizing the 
problem, Riverhead Town Supervisor Sean 
Walter and Police Chief David Hegermiller 
reached out to the Guardian Angels to help with 
both patrols and to become a communication 
bridge between law enforcement and the Latino 
residents, who now are estimated to make up 

14% to 30% of the town’s population. 

Gangs have increased during the past few 
years, partly because of the nearby Yaphank 
Correction Facility. Several of gang leaders are 
incarcerated there but maintain influence and 
control in local community through loyal lieu- 
tenants. In some cases, there are reportedly 
now second-generation gang members. This has 
also meant an increase in crime, drug use and 
“protection schemes.” 

With the growth of population and new resi- 
dents to the attractive Riverhead area, there has 
been a swelling of enrollment in public schools. 
According to Curtis Sliwa, founder of the Guard- 
ian Angels, this means that young people “have 
time on their hands.” He says, “the Guardian An- 
gels have programs like anti-bullying and lead- 
ership training to help young people.” Part of 
the Guardian Angel programs is to create drug 
awareness and drug education (synthetic hero- 
in is a growing problem). . 

In order to reduce the incidents of crime along 
the railroad tracks, and at the railroad station, 
Guardian Angels are now on patrol and supple- 
menting the activities of Riverhead’s police de- 
partment. There are 18 people that will be part 
of planned patrols at the railroad station and 
along the tracks. Each patrol will be deployed 


in groups of four. Similar patrols will be at the 
local laundry and cantina locations. 

Law enforcement along with the community 
in general is now supporting the Guardian An- 
gels. Town Supervisor Walter that anyone he 
talks with says “yes,” the Guardian Angel pro- 
gram is working and agrees that there are a 
reduced number of incidents compared to last 
year at this time. While it is not yet statistically 
proven, he feels that the community is being ed- 
ucated and that the Guardian Angels are making 
a difference. 

Because many Guardian Angels are Latino, 
they are able to communicate between the 
residents and the Town and State Law Enforce- 
ment. Sliwa explains that because of the immi- 
grant culture, there is no trust in the police in 
their homelands. This follows them here. His 
organization can help with that by promoting 
communication from within. He says that the 
Latino people know his organization and “trust 
within the Latino community is a big factor in 
their success.” 

Walter says that everyone he talks to says 
that, yes, the presence of the Guardian Angels is 
improving things. He says that it is important to 
support and protect the Latino residents. 

As part of Guardian Angel’s fundraising 
efforts, John and Margo Catsimatidis, United 
Refining in Riverhead, contributed $10,000 
after’ listening to Curtis Sliwa and others 
present the programs and said they wanted to 
support the solutions that Guardian Angels are 
bringing to tough community issues in River- 
head. As a successful businessman, John Catsi- 
matidis recently addressed a Riverhead Town 
Hall stating that he is interested in creating jobs 
and improving Riverhead through investment. 

So who are the Guardian Angels? In 1979, Cur- 
tis Sliwa founded the Guardian Angels to help 
New Yorkers and law enforcement successfully 
fight a crime wave in New Yor City. At first peo-

ple were uncertain about the group, but quickly 
New Yorkers felt safer and appreciated seeing 
their bright red berets and red jackets on many 
corners where crime was high and in the sub- 
ways. The Guardian Angels were fearless patrol- 
lers of high-crime areas. 

Today, the Guardian Angels is an interna- 
tional organization of volunteers. It operates 
chapters in 18 countries and 130 cities around 
the world. The organization has developed in- 
novative leadership programs for communi- 
ties as well as ways to protect vulnerable citi- 
zens through patrols and communication that 
help law enforcement. An important focus is 
youth and young adult programs that foster 
self-confidence and help kids with self esteem 
and self defense. Sliwa is recognized for his 
anti-crime activism and is an outspoken media 
personality with a top rated radio talk show 
in NYC. 

Harold Takooshian, PhD, President, Manhat- 
tan Psychological Association, Fordham Uni- 
versity, says, “Since 1979, the Alliance of Guard- 
ian Angels has developed into the model of 
a community self-help group at its best: volun- 
teers of all ages and backgrounds working to- 
gether to identify and then overcome problems 
in the community. Even with the sometimes 
serious problem of street crime, police are 
often overwhelmed, but Angels have made 
the crucial difference between a fearful versus 
a safe community in over 100 cities around 
the world.” 

Solutions can be identified that help to 
break cycles of gang crime. Support systems 
like Guardian Angels work, and can make Riv- 
erhead the kind of high-quality-of-life place 
to live and work that all of its residents and 
leaders want. &&

the village be allowed a six-month period dur- 
ing which they could send in people to remove 
certain old beams and flooring of the historic 
house, enough to reconstruct it somewhere 
else, if possible. Days after the agreement, 
Hermer and Campo got their building permit to 
tear down the historic house. And so the clock 
began to tick. 

It’s interesting to note that beginning on 
Labor Day in 2014, as part of the Mayor’s plans 
to celebrate the heritage of the village, the 
ferry that Concer had run was run again, free of 
charge, from a dock newly built at the headwa- 
ters of Lake Agawam to all who wanted to take 
that route down to the beach. That ferry ride 
continues this year as well. 

According to the Mayor, perhaps the bitter- 


est moment came five days after Hermer and 
Campo got their permit to demolish the Concer 
house. A representative of theirs arrived at 
Village Hall and said they were not going to 
be building a new home there after all. They 
would, instead, be putting the raw property 
up for sale for $5 million since now with- 
out the encumbrance of the old house and 
with its architectural review board approval it 
would be worth a lot more. As a result of this 
new decision and in accordance with Village 
law, they were entitled, if they came back 
within seven days of the issuance of their 
permits, to get all the money they paid for 
them back. The Mayor had to cut them a 
substantial check. 

_ After that, the Concer house was, as agreed,

partially disassembled by Village carpenters 
and historians, key beams and posts and floor- 
ing were taken away. It was found, by the way, 
that the original house, which had beams from 
the 1800s, was much smaller than the house 
that was there now. There had been additions 
made to it, porches and extensions. But the 
village had the essence of what Concer had 
lived in. After that, the Village gave Hermer 
and Campo the go-ahead. The rest of the 
house was then torn down and taken to 
the dump. 

The next act, of course, would be to find a new 
place for all the saved Concer lumber so the 
house could be rebuilt elsewhere. The Village 
considered a vacant half acre directly adjacent 
to the children’s playground just 500 feet away 
across the pond. A low wall with a break in 
it separated this land from the playground, 
which, otherwise, was waterfront. This half 
acre was owned by the County but had been 
preserved as open space with CPF (Community 
Preservation Fund) dollars, the money accu- 
mulated as a tax on real estate transactions 
that could be used to preserve property. 
The Mayor held a meeting with County Legislator 
Jay Schneiderman who saw no _ problem 
with it, provided the CPF _ people 
would approve. 

- “We move it 200 yards,” the Mayor told me, 
“and good luck with their finding a new buyer 
for $5 million.” 

That is not what happened, however. 
Instead, with the support of many historical 
officials in the community, the county was 
approached again, not about the property next 
to the playground, but about the possibility of 
buying the old -property back from 
Hermer and Campo and putting the house 
back where it was, using the money from 
the same CPF fund that had bought the half 
acre. It could. 

The amount that could be used, however, 
could not exceed the amount that an appraiser 
would decide upon. If it were $3 million or $3.5, 
then the balance of what the Hermers wanted 
would have to be raised privately. 

Still there were voices raised about not pro- 
ceeding with this. 

As reported by Newsday, Brenda Simmons, 
director of the Southampton African American 
Museum said, “I have absolutely no desire to 
give the owners the satisfaction of fulfilling 
their ‘dream scheme’ of making a profit off of... 
destroying the home of an extraordinary man 
that the village seemed to have forgotten about 
or overlooked.” 

The appraisal came in at $4.5 million. It was 
offered. And Hermer and Campo took it, walking 
away with a tidy profit because a historic house 
everybody thought had been put on a list had 
not been. 

And so the original Concer home, as was, will 
now be rebuilt exactly where it had been up 
until July of 2015. It will become a museum and 
study center in celebration of this remarkable 
Southampton citizen. 

What will the re-construction cost? Could be 
as much as a million dollars to match the kind 
of construction done in those days. Perhaps 
some wealthy people with a love of history will 
dig into their pocket to do it. | wonder if the 
Hermers would contribute. 

Therein ends the story of the “flip.” &

This Week’s Cover Artist: Walter Bernard

_For almost two decades 
HONORING ' the award-winning artist 
and graphic designer 
Walter Bernard has been 
doing posters—and hats 
and shirts and programs— 
for the annual Artists and 
Writers Charity Softball 
Game in East Hampton. He 
* captures the upbeat spirit 
of this celebrity event 
with innovative designs. Bernard, who shares 
WBMG Studio space in New York with Milton 
Glaser (“I Love New York”), Mirko Ilic and Tom 
Bentkowski, once again steps up to the plate. 
This time he “strikes” with a comic-book-like 
cloudburst of art, writing and baseball symbols 
and a scalloped-edge sky shape that dovetails 
into green hills extending over home plate. Pow! 
That little gold “vs” imprinted onto the bold red 
capital letters announcing the event unites the 
computer-generated design while reminding 
viewers that the game is for real—a contest— 
though not one that overrides the sense of 
community that unites artists and writers who 
come together each year to raise money for 
charities. Bernard usually hangs in there on 
second base for an inning or two, a happy if 
challenged participant in a sport that he traces 
to childhood and to weekend games in Sag 
Harbor. His affection for the game as well as his 
wit in referencing emblems of art and writing 
are obvious. 


Over the years you’ve been creating posters 
for Artists and Writers that involve figures, 
but not this year. What were your thoughts 
for 2015? 

I wanted to change everything to focus on 
the idea of conflict. Each year I do something 
different. Some people even asked me why I 
didn’t do the poster this year, not recognizing 
that this comic-book design was mine. I’ve done 
a lot of covers for the game, usually watercolor 
and pastel. This one is computer generated. 
I started with a black and white sketch, then 
scanned it. I wanted an old-fashioned cartoon 
effect. 've done many covers for Artists and 
Writers over the years and watched it go from 
being just a fun game to being a great fundraiser 
for five charities—and still fun. It has hardly 
any expenses and everyone involved works for 
nothing, contributes time and work because of 
the cause. 


In May, as part of an WBMG initiative, you 
designed a new magazine for the organization 
Human Rights Watch “to help “highlight the 
courage [of writers and journalists] needed 
to report on injustice.” Was the prompt to do 
this a response to the attacks at Charlie Hebdo 
in January? 

The principle of Human Rights is to gather and 
monitor information on human rights concerns 
and bring it to the attention of governments. 
It’s not in the publication business, though it 
did come out with a magazine testifying to child 
abuse in Africa and children forced into the 
military. This new issue, and no one knows if it’s 
a one-off or how often it may come out, targets 
the oppression of writers and journalists, and 


Wendy Keys [the documentary 
film maker] got me and Milton 
Glaser involved. 


You’ve noted previously 
that readers of books, 
magazines and newspapers 
now gravitate to electronic 
media. How has this shift 
affected you professionally 
and personally? 

I used to be immersed in 
the magazine business, on 
my own and with Glaser. Now 
that business has changed. I’m 
getting to a certain age and 
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I’m looking forward to doing 
more watercolors. I still attend 
the Wednesday Night Painting 
Group in the city, working from 
live models, the group started 
by David Levine [the late 
great American caricaturist] 
and [portrait artist and 
illustrator] Aaron Shikler. I’m 
also looking forward 
to spending more’ time 
in Bridgehampton. gg

I joined the Wolffer Estate 
Vineyard wine club earlier 
this year. Every few months 
Im invited to pick up a 
big box of wine from their 
winery in Sagaponack. This

The June 
edition included info on the W6lffer Kitchen 
which was about to open in Sag Harbor, some 
announcements about events at WO6lffer and.... 


drum roll please...tasting and pairing notes 
from W6lffer Winemaker Roman Roth. 

I thought to share his insights, coupled with 
my own “WoOlffer lifestyle experiences” upon 
drinking the wines. I’m not going to go into 
the pleasure of drinking W6lffer’s Trebbiano 
2014 because it is now sold out. When you’re 
in the club, you sometimes get the very last of 
a vintage and you often get bottles before their 
public release. In my June shipment there were 
three wines that were not yet released. They 
included the Grandioso Rosé 2014, the Fatalis 
Fatum 2012 and the Lambardo Merlot 2012. 

The Grandioso of 30% merlot, 34% cabernet 
franc and 36% chardonnay is, in Roth’s words, 
“a sophisticated , barrel-aged rosé with aromas

So quaffable, so local 


of violet, strawberry, peach and hazelnut and 
bright flavors of fruit, round, creamy lees.” He 
suggests pairing it with “caviar, lobster, foie 
gras and oysters on the half-shell, tuna or steak 
tartare and a wide range of artisanal cheeses.” 
I quite agree and would specifically suggest 
Atlantic Mist from Mecox Bay Dairy. Just grand. 

The Fatalis of 57% merlot, 22% cabernet 
sauvignon, 19% cabernet franc and 2% petit 
verdot was apparently destined to exhibit its 
“nuanced aromas of cassis, fig, sandalwood and 
vanilla.” As Roth continues, it has a “seamless 
elegance, balance and intensity.” Balance is a 
reliable element of Roth’s work, it may be what | 
I appreciate most about many of his wines. 
He suggests pairing Fatalis with “steak, lamb, 
game or meaty fish like shark, wild mushrooms, 
risotto, or aged ‘stinky’ cheeses.” I suggest 
pairing this dark berry wonder with roasted 
oysters. Elements of this wine are so dark they 
feel primeval. This is one of the wines that 
reminds us that Roth is originally from the 
Black Forest. 

The Lambardo of 100% merlot is quite acidic, 
cleansing. Roth notes that “luscious dark fruit 
dominates the palate from start to the long 
finish. Great concentration!...smoky undertones 
on this wine match the char on grilled meats 
and meet the robust cheeses on even the 
most epicurean party spread.” Hmmm, “the 
most epicurean party spread” sounds like a 
challenge—I accept! 

Did I mention that many W6lffer wines, 
including their popular Sauvignon Blanc come 
in screw cap bottles? Love the convenience— 
don’t miss the Old World charm of smelly, 
messy, difficult cork in the least. Roth suggests 
pairing the 2014 with “raw bar selections or 
solo.” Easily done. 

I also picked up a_ bottle of Grapes of Roth 
Dry Riesling 2014. As Roth says, “with its lively 
acidity and hit of sweetness, this surprisingly 
versatile wine pairs well with everything from 
cream sauces to spicy Asian fare.” I served it 
alongside vegetables from my garden drenched 
in a cashew-cumin sauce and dolloped with 
Greek yogurt. Perfection. £&

The Amagansett Farmers Market Is Back!

crucial pit stop on the road to Montauk 

has returned! For the rest of the summer 
season, residents and visitors can look forward to 
a convenient source of fresh and local produce, 
because the Amagansett Farmers Market is back. 
After a brief closure resulting from the expiration of 
the previous tenant’s lease, The Amagansett Food 
Institute (AFI) reopened the Market on Saturday, 
August 1. 

Kathleen Masters, the Executive Director of 
AFI, says, “We are thrilled to be able to showcase 
the best of East End produce and food products, 
_ and look forward to working with the community 

to bring more awareness of local food and 
food-related issues.” 

AFI is a nonprofit organization of farmers, food 
producers and food consumers on the East End 
of Long Island. Their twin missions are to ensure 
that consumers enjoy healthy, local food, and that 
local producers are supported in a thriving regional 
food system. AFI’s current programming includes 
a farm-to-pantry program, South Fork Kitchens—a 
commercial incubator kitchen and café on the 
Stony Brook Southampton campus, East End CRAFT 
(Collaborative Regional Alliance for Farmer Training), 
and policy advocacy work. 

AFI now holds a three-year lease with the Peconic 
Land Trust for the property at 367 Main Street (Route 
27) in Amagansett to operate the Farmers Market. 
The Peconic Land Trust manages the Amagansett 


Farmers Market property, which 
includes several acres of farmland, 
on behalf of the owner. 

Founded in 1983, the Peconic Land 
Trust conserves LongIsland’s working 
farms, natural lands and _ heritage. 
Since its inception, the nonprofit 
Trust has worked conscientiously 
with landowners, communities, 
municipalities, partner organizations 
and donors to conserve over 11,000 
acres on Long Island by carrying out 
the necessary research and planning 
to identify and implement alternatives 
to outright development. 
working to conserve the productive 
farms, watersheds, woodlands, and beachfront of 
Long Island, the Trust has also been protecting 
the unique rural heritage and natural resources of 
the region. 

Pam Greene, Vice President of the Peconic Land 
Trust, says, “We’re really pleased to have the Food 
Institute in the market. We certainly have common 
goals of supporting our agricultural community. The 
common goals of our two organizations are perfect for 
the market.” 

AFI plans to operate the Farmers Market as a retail 
food destination, community hub and gathering place 
to showcase local produce and other products made 
by East End and New York State food producers. 
In keeping with AFI’s and the Trust’s shared goals 
to support, promote, and advocate for the farmers,

WMHO “Revs Up” History in Stony Brook

he Ward Melville Heritage Organization (WMHO) 

occupies an impressive white colonial style 
building with black shutters, anchoring Stony Brook 
Village. The building serves as WMHO’s Educational 
and Cultural Center. Named after Ward Melville, the 
philanthropist whose vision shaped the quaint Three 
Village area, which includes Setauket, Stony Brook 
and the incorporated village of Old Field, WMHO 
strives to present educational and entertaining 
exhibits and programs that would make Melville 
himself proud. 

Gloria Ricchio, President of WMHO, notes that 
Melville was a committed champion of education. 
Melville donated 600 acres of land, as well as money, 
to New York State to enable the establishment of 
what is now Stony Brook University, and, in Setauket, 
he developed land for the high school, which is 
named after him, and served on the school board. 

Melville’s educational legacy lives on through the 
WMHO. As Jenna Loverro, director of the WMHO 
Educational and Cultural Center, explains, “We try 
to touch on every age bracket from children to 
senior citizens.” Loverro provided a guided tour 
of the Center’s current exhibit, “The Love Affair 
with Motorcycles Continues,” which runs_ until 
September 7. 


Why an exhibit on motorcycles? 
In 2012, we did “America’s Love Affair with the 
Automobile,” then in 2013 we followed up with 


“Long Island’s Auto Racing Heritage.” We received 
Many suggestions for doing motorcycles. Our first 
motorcycle exhibit was last summer with 34 bikes. 
This year, we are showing 50 different bikes that 
were not displayed last year. 


What are some of the stories behind the bikes? 

The 1912 Indian TT Racer has an interesting 
history. Mike Wolf from the History Channel’s 
American Pickers purchased this bike, then sold it to 
a gentleman on Long Island, who in turn allowed us 
to display it. 


Do you have more Indian Company bikes? 

As a matter of fact, we have a 100-year span of 
Indian bikes. We have a 1903 and a 1953 Indian 
bike. The company went bankrupt after that year. 
Another company picked it up and we Bays the 2003 
Custom Scout. 


Do you have any bikes that might have appeared 
in films? 

Yes, we have a replica of the 1955 Easy Rider bike 
that Dennis Hopper rode in the movie. It’s a Panhead 
Billy Bike Replica. 


What other unusual bikes do you have here? 

We have two from the 20th Century Cycles Shop 
located in Oyster Bay; the 1972 Honda CB 500 Four 
and the 1975 Ducati 750 Sport. The 1977 Kawaski KZ 
400 runs on Canola Oil. A 27-year-old created the 
engine. It’s an experimental biodiesel bike. 


You have copper bikes, as well. 

Copper Mike made those. The rear fender and 
fender struts are made of copper. The artist, David 
Uhl, was inspired by the Steampunk Bike and created 
this painting “Steampunk Seduction.” We have five 
prints of Uhl’s in the exhibit. 


What is the next event for children? 

In September we have the Lego building contest. 
Children build their own creation, [and we award] 
cash prizes in various age categories. 


Do you have theatrical programs? 

Yes, we have two theatrical high tea performances 
each year; one in the spring and again during the 
holidays. It’s a portrayal of an iconic 1950s or 1960s 
star presented in a talk show setting. During the 
holidays in 2014 we did Judy Garland then this past 
spring we did Elizabeth Taylor. The programs are 
comprised of songs, sketches and comedy routines. 
For children, we have Hot Cocoa and Marshmallow 
during the winter. We invite local authors to read 
their books and do activities with the children. 


What do you see for future events? 
We will continue to bring a wealth of pavied 
programs to the public. When there are suggestions, 
we try to produce them. That’s what happened 
with the motorcycle exhibit. It was our most highly 
received summer exhibit, so we brought it back. @@

A few weeks ago, my film-buff father and | 
attended the Haywall screening of Stanley Kubrick’s 
2001: A Space Odyssey. We thoroughly enjoyed 
ourselves. | didn’t see any children, but I did see 
well-behaved dogs that served as both companions 
and feet-warmers.

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Mek Watt Stars in Travel Channel Series

he Travel Channel recently premiered Wait’s 

World, a new series that attempts to uncover all 
that is strange, wild and wondrous across the world. 
The quick-witted and humorous star of Watt’s World 
is a former Southampton Press reporter and onetime 
Sag Harbor resident Nick Watt, now an Emmy 
award-winning journalist and war correspondent. 
An upcoming episode of Watt’s show will focus on 
traveling in the Hamptons. 

It was in the summer of 1995 that Watt first 
traveled to the East End. He’d just graduated from 
the University of St. Andrew’s in Scotland and was 
at loose ends. As Watt recalls, “I had no idea what I 
wanted to do and had zero direction after college.” 
So he decided to move to his girlfriend’s home on the 
East End and start a new life in the Hamptons. 

“Partly by accident,” Watt admits, he was hired 
by The Southampton Press. The young man had no 
journalism background—his hiring was a stroke 
of luck. “This sort of thing happens when you’re 
British. People think you’re smarter than you 
actually are.” Little did Watt know that he had just 
taken the first step towards an incredibly successful 
career in journalism. 

From his time writing for a Hamptons weekly, 
Watt has memories of covering such stories as 
the spending habits of the Bridgehampton 
School Board, as well as of writing his favorite 
column, the police blotter. “It was. great training,” 
Watt reflects. 

Watt fondly recalls living in the Hamptons, as it 
was where he found his career and also experienced 
the beauty of the East End. Watt spent his two years 
here living in Sag Harbor. “It was a great place to live. 
I loved it. I loved the summer and strangely loved the 
winters in the Hamptons too. It was beautiful, quiet 
and calm.” 


“Traveling is not about the place but 
where the place is taking you. It’s the 
experience. It doesn’t really matter 
where you go.” 


Surprisingly, it is his deep love and 
connection to the Hamptons that has, until now, 
prevented Watt from coming back. “I have not come 
back. I tend not to return to places where I’ve lived.” 
He fears tarnishing his good memory with a new, 
changed place. 

Watt faced his fear, however, and returned to 
the Hamptons for the first time for the episode of 
Watt’s World focused on the area. “We came back 
with the idea that money has been flooding into 
the Hamptons.” In each episode of Watt’s World, 
Watt satisfies his own curiosity about the world by 
asking important questions about each destination 
he visits. For the Hamptons, he asked, “Has [the 
money] ruined it or is it still the lovely, intensifying 
place I remember?” A simple clambake with good 
company convinced him: “I have to say, it was just 
as magical, just as lovely.” The New York episode of 
Watt’s World, which looks at both The Hamptons and 
Harlem, will air on Tuesday, August 11. 

Some of Watt’s destinations in Watt’s World were 
just as easy to choose as the Hamptons. The crew’s 
first stop was Albania, the place showcased in the 
season premiere episode. “I’ve always wanted to 
go,” Watt says. And all he had to say to convince 
the executives at the Travel Channel was “they 
have 27 different words for mustache. Some of it 
was that easy,” Watt admits. “But sometimes we’d 
go in with a question but then feature something 
completely different.” 

Watt says that viewers can expect the show to 


be “what any good travel show should 
be. You should learn what it feels like 
to travel to that place, but also the 
backpacking culture and the minimalist, 
unplanned approach. We’re a small team 
with little cameras and not much luggage, 
and we let the place take us to where it 
wants to take us and let it unfold.” 

The crew’s minimalistic approach to 
travel is exactly the lesson that Watt 
hopes viewers will take away from the 
show. “Traveling is not about the place 
but where the place is taking you. It’s 
the experience. It doesn’t really matter 
where you go. There is good and bad 
food and beautiful and hideous views 
wherever you go. Expose yourself to | | . ..

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Two New Winning Works of Fiction

April 15 marked _ the 
150th anniversary of the 
assassination of Abraham 
_ Lincoln. The country, divided 
as it was, came together in 
extremes after his death— 
either idolizing or demonizing 
Lincoln. In Lincoln’s Billy 
(The Permanent Press), 
novelist, critic and reviewer 
Tom. LeClair presents Lincoln 
through the eyes of his law partner for over 20 years, 
William (Billy) Herndon, a name unfamiliar to many 
Lincoln followers but someone who was at Lincoln’s 
side during his formative years. Billy was a passionate 
abolitionist, reformer and atheist, clearly to the left 


tal 


of The Great Emancipator and more intellectual. 
But he came in for heavy criticism when he started 
lecturing and writing about Lincoln, showing his 
beloved but rough-and-raw friend from “Kaintuck” 
as “a man of fused contradictions.” Herndon kept 
letters to and from Lincoln, and he interviewed 
their friends and colleagues. He elicited hostility 
from Lincoln’s difficult widow, Mary Todd, who was 
furious that Herndon had spoken about Lincoln’s 
loving a young woman, Ann Rutledge. Herndon 
suggested that Rutledge’s early death threw Lincoln 
into a depression and subsequent unhappy marriage 
to Todd. Herndon also believed that Abe may have 
sowed some wild oats in New Orleans and may have 
even fathered a black child. Far from thinking that 
such possible “secrets” would tarnish the character 
of the nation’s greatest statesman, Herndon felt that 
martyrdom did the greater damage. It infuriated him

that his “partner and best friend” had become the 
subject of hagiography. Censure as well as financial 
problems got in the way of Herndon’s writing, though 
25 years later he turned over vast amounts of paper 
to a Lincoln biographer who worked with him, but 
did heavy editing. The question that emerges, of 
course, is whom to trust: Honest Abe or Trustworthy 
Billy? LeCLair slyly says he constructed the novel to 
suggest “that historical fact is much more difficult to 
ascertain than most of us imagine.” Regardless, he 
piques interest with this carefully researched story, 
told with words and images appropriate to the time.

The title of Margaret Vandenburg’s new novel 
Home Front (The Permanent Press) refers not only 
to the state-side virtual military activities of Air 
Force Major Todd Barron, who oversees drone 
strikes against Afghan targets from his home base 
in Las Vegas, but also to the battle going on in 
his own house over his four-year-old autistic son, 
Max. Vandenburg links these two unlikely subjects 
effectively, sustaining interest in whether Todd will 
redeploy to Iraq in order to escape the tensions at 
home with his wife Rose. She, out of desperation, 
secretly pays for New Age guidance that encourages 
her to see her troubled son as gifted and prophetic. 
Todd also misses the action of flying actual combat 
missions, especially because he sees how joystick 
warfare might desensitize young recruits into seeing 
drone attacks as a video game. He’s conflicted, 
frustrated, locked out from his son and wife, while an 
older daughter drifts on her own. A graduate student 
who works with Max tries to stay out of the family 
fights while attempting to administer professional 
and compassionate therapy, but the strains between 
Todd and Rose mount, and Max becomes regressive. 

Both drones and autistic children stare “without 
seeing, recording unlimited amounts of unfiltered 
information, none of which they understood,” 
Vandenburg analogizes. The conceit of linking 
drones and autism could easily have degenerated 
into a sentimental daytime soap or simply strain 
credulity, but such are Vandenburg’s writing skills 
and knowledge about both autism and drone warfare 
that the comparison works and the story yields 
understanding of these two timely and significant 
aspects of contemporary life.

' Quentin is a stiff, 
| underdeveloped high school 
_ senior in a featureless suburb, 
with a pair of friends who look 
even less developed, like they 
should still be in 8th grade. 
Quentin is bored and boring, 
but not too stressed out about 
it—he’s the kind of kid who 
wouldn’t be mortified to be 
seen behind the wheel of a minivan. Fellow senior 
Margo, on the other hand, is an adventuress, unhappy 
living in what she calls a “paper town,” (whence the 
title of the film) and furious at her ex-boyfriend for 
cheating on her. Quentin and Margo come together 
for one night. Not for underage sex, mind you, but to 
go on a little crime spree of pranks against Margo’s 
ex. Margo recruits Quentin into this revenge rampage 
by sneaking into his bedroom at night like a cat 
burglar, and at first she seems mainly interested in 
him for his minivan. After this exhilarating night, 
however, Margo suddenly vanishes from town—like, 
the “call the FBI our daughter’s missing” kind of

scenario. After this, the plot of Paper Town morphs 
into a mystery, as Quentin goes in search of Margo, 
the girl who brought him the most exciting night of 
his life. Paper Town is another entry in the recent 
revival of the teen exploitation genre. 


BIG SIGNIFICANT THINGS 

Everybody knows that men have big problems with 
commitment, right? That’s at least the way the movies 
like to tell it. Thinking that he hasn’t seen any big, 
significant things yet in his young life, commitment- 
shy Craig Harrison, who is about to move across the 
country with his girlfriend (commitment alert!!), lies 
to her in order to take a solo trip across the south. 
His goal: to see big, significant things—in his case, 
quite literally, as he navigates the deep south to find 
such features as the world’s biggest cedar bucket, 
the world’s biggest rocking chair, the world’s biggest 
bottle, and the list goes on and on. The film’s premise 
probably sounded cute on paper. The trouble is, one 
hot, hick-filled southern town with a giant ball of 
string is rather like another hot; hick-filled southern 
town with the world’s largest clarinet. The core 
idea that a commitment-averse, adventure-seeking 
man would come to regard 
a road trip to visit a series 


in remote rural areas as a 
mechanism to help him accept 
the idea of settling down is 
not convincing. It seems 
likely that the creators of Big 
Significant Things hoped that 
the charming quirkiness of the 
tourist traps they showcase 
would rub off on the film. Not

Live a Little, Plant a Lotus in Your Garden 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


About 23 years ago, shortly 
after we bought our Sag 
Harbor house, I put one of 
those almost-kidney-shaped, 
small plastic ponds in my just- 
started garden. When I was a 
kid, I wanted to be an artist 
and a farmer when I grew up. 
GC ARD EN I studied art in college so that 
: part was covered and while 
I lived in the city for many 
years, I read about farming and gardening constantly. 
I thought I was pretty knowledgeable but I learned 
“in the trenches” that I had a very basic knowledge 
of plants and gardening. But I was ready to make that 
garden as soon as we got, as we say in Nebraska, 
“some land.” This term covers farmland and the land 
that is your yard. The dream garden included a pond. 
| bought one from a local garden center. 

Having read about plastic pond installation, I felt 
confident installing it and then confident again when 
re-installing it three years later as it had “sunk a 
little” on the right. It still is lower on the right but 
looks stable so that is where it will stay. Over the 
years, a densely planted bed has been installed 
around it. 

When I had had enough of The City and moved 
here full time, I was very fortunate to get a job 
in a local garden center as a gardener—that reading 
paid off. 


I have been living my childhood dream since then! 
And I still make art! How lucky am I? 

About 15 years ago the man I worked for at that 
time gave me a fat lotus tuber and told me that it 
could grow in a pot sunk into the ground with wet 
scil—it did not need to be in a pond. | planted it next 
to the kidney pond in a 24” wide and deep plastic 
pot with no holes, in garden soil, and added water. 
In late spring the next year, leaves appeared. It made 
no flowers for several years but the leaves are so 
beautiful and J felt so proud of myself that I didn’t 
care. When it did finally bloom, I was thrilled and 
enchanted. It has produced one flower every season 
since then, except this year—it has two right now! 

I might get more flowers if I followed the principles 
of lotus growing: Separate the tubers in the pot every 
2-3 years and replant one (check out how to do this 
online, as it needs to be done with specific care) 
having replaced the soil with garden soil—ideally 
clay. This will yield more tubers for you or your 
friends. Fertilize regularly with lotus food. Keep 3”-4” 
of water on top of the soil. 

Lotus grows at the edge of wetlands and can make 
very large stands. In a pot, the tubers grow around 
the pot, the new ones forming on top of the dead 
ones. Maybe that cycle in my pot fertilizes it. 

About nine years ago, I built a large trough for 
lotus in a stone wall for a client. The trough was lined 
with pool liner. | ordered tubers online and planted 
them according to the included instructions. (1 no 
longer assume that I know how to do it.) The trough 
is now filled with amazing, huge dish-shaped leaves

on 4” stems and exotic and fragrant flowers, summer 
through killing frosts. 

If you plant in a pool liner in soil, be attentive 
because the plant’s growing tips are very strong and 
can pierce the liner making underground leaks. 

Growing it in pots works for me. ga.
